A recent 
survey of our 1999 graduating class indicated that 99% of the students expressed positive 
hopes for their future careers as lawyers, 95% felt that their legal education provided them 
with an opportunity for self-improvement, and 94% would choose a legal education again. 
A recent survey of layers indicated that 94% of them would recommend our law faculty to 
others. From all reports, the buoyant Alberta economy has provided lawyers with lots of 
work and opportunities. Graduates of our faculty now occupy the most senior positions in 
the legal profession, the judiciary, government and the business world. When one realized 
that our graduates now occupy the posts of Chief Justice of Canada, Chief Justice of 
Alberta, Minister of Justice of Alberta, Chief Judge of the Court of Queens Bench and the 
Provincial Court, one is struck by the success of the faculty’s mission.

You all 
realize that without law and the people who devote their lives to it as lawyers, judges, 
legislators, and academics, a society cannot be successful. You will have to ensure that 
others understand this as well. 


The other thing that I marvel when I think back over your time here is the character of our 
students. Whether it involved the Law Show, Student Legal Services, Pro Bono Network, 
the Law Students Association, the Canons, the Alberta Law Review, the Mooting Program 
the Law Games or the myriad of clubs and other activities, the positive attitudes and hard 
work of our students is incredible. Law school life certainly was not like this when I was a 
student! You have earned a national reputation for your enthusiasm, the support you give to 
each other, and your character. Keep it up. 


I have been very proud to be part of this faculty with you. I look forward to you becoming 
an important part of our faculty’s future. I wish you all the best of luck and success.
